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,';ftor  ISC  drys  of  consocutivc  con.to.ct  ’'.dth  the  enemy,  the  4th  -po.ssed 
to  the  conraond  of  the  Seventh  'rmy  and  moved  by  motor  and  rcdlrco-d  to  the 
viainity  of  Luncville,  Franco,  Here  the  bulk  of  the  division  had  a shOTt 
rest,  but  the  Division  'rtillery,  the  70th  Tonic  Battalion  and  tho  610th 
Tanic  Destroyer  Bo.ttalion  iimn.odio.tely  vent  into  action  o.gain.  In  a letter 
to  Cnn.  Blokcloy,  the  Third  .'.my  Cormonder,  Con.  Patton,  said:  "During  the 
rrholc  time  that  I had  tho  privilege  of  h:'xing  you  undv..r  no,  tho  pbld“’ormFricc' 
'cT''  'tlie'’’cl.i’vi's'ibn  v.vb~b'ucrs"b’’''rid'irrg"."  /bout  ’ bxciiTC. th , "tH'c'bl'mi’sibn’  \.'''ars'"'boE- 
'tr.'cli'ebr''t'b  'Db'ros’',’'':rF3'b'F’'Cb'n^  Brooks,  and  moved  to  .Bat2.cndorf . On 

the  25th,  the  division  rras  attached  to  the  .'4.1  Gonas,  ' •a.jor  Gcnoro.l  Hdlburn, 
On  'larch  2Cth,  the  4th  bogo.n  crossing  tho  PJiino  at  ''‘brias  and  launched  an 
attack  through  Germany  Yrhich  moved  so  ff’viftly  it  ce.n  bo  charactoriaod  as 
a pursuit.  Bo  rapidly  did  our  troops  •nove  that  the  enemy  could  seldom  hold 
in  any  one  locality  for  more  than  ar  hour  or  so,  ]'oving  easknard,  the 
division  drove  to  the  outskirts  of  "jurzburg  •'■here  it  turned  south  and  con- 
tinued the  advance  to  capture  Bs.d  'drgenthoin,  Rcthenberg,  Grail shoim  and 
.lalon.  So  disorganized  did  tho  enemy  become  tho.t  out  of  one  group  of  1500 
■.len,  250  different  units  ‘.'■oro  identified.  Probably  the  greatest  problem 
of  the  infantry  and  tarOis  v.’as  in  getting  around  obsta.cles,  such  as  blotm 
bridges  and  road  blocks.  Iloro  it  nas  that  the  4th  Engineer  Battalion  per- 
for'acd  magnificently  in  getting  tho  division  f onvard. 

Cn  .'‘..pril  25th,  tho  4th  crossed  the  Danube  at  Lauingen  end  increased 
its  pace  to  bettor  than  10  miles  per  day.  The  •%mT:a  troops  on  the  southern 
outskirts  of  7Lunich  wore  overrun  “by  the  division  end  the  city  fell  slaortly 
thereafter  to  other  divisions.  The  number  of  Gornrn  prisoners  captured 
increased  almost  daily  until  nearly  50,000  h.ad  been  processed  by  the 
division  since  crossing  the  Rhine.  Gen,  ilburn,  in  a letter  referring 
to  the  operations  of  the  division  irhilo  in  the  ID. I Corps,  said;  "I  'vish

Shortly  thereafter,  it  va.s  assigned  to  ''ajor  General  Yon  Fleet’s  III  Corps, 
The  errnhat  phase  of  tho  Furopoan  ccaapo.ign  v.'as  finished.  The  division  began 
YTork  on  the  problems  of  militoxy  govornr.ient  of  tho  occiipiod  territory,  the 
processing  of  prisoners  o.nd  preparations  for  re-deplojcnent . 
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
